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Mapping Palm Beach From The Avr 


APS are charts to convey to the mind the relative 
extent of regions which the eye alone is unable to see. 

By using a scale an entire locality, country, continent, or 
hemisphere can be reduced to a drawing of small size. Many 
have been the struggles of map makers to represent sinus- 
Oidically the spherical surface of the entire world. On sec- 


tions of the earth’s surface, maps are made to show rivers, 
lakes, and mountains by means of line, color, or hachure. Cul- 
ture centers are just dots with the name printed alongside. 
Palm Beach is a dot on the Atlantic coast side of Florida 
where it extends farthest eastward. 

We are now entering a new era of map making from the 
air. A journey by air like travelling over an extensive map, 
the scale of which has a ratio but slightly reduced from the 
actual proportions. The lower one flies of course—minding 
the necessary altitude for safety—the more detail is visible. 
Imagine yourself in a low-flying plane over Palm Beach, and 
tax your imagination to have the plane proceed in slow mo- 
tion, somewhat like those slow motion pictures at the movies. 
This will give a very satisfactory downward perspective. 
When artists and architects speak of parallel or angular per- 
spective they are on a level with the object in question. This 
downward perspective is different. Buildings resemble mod- 
els and trees are foreshortened. 

From the air, approaching from the north one observes 
water all around the land, the Atlantic with its waves lap- 
ping the shore on the east, the Inlet at the north, through 


which the boats pass from Ocean to Lake and Lake to Ocean, 
and on the west is Lake Worth, which looks more like a 
lagoon than a lake because it seems so long and narrow. On 
the land itself are many trees, gleaming among which are 
roofs of a considerable number of residences. In occasional 
open spaces among the trees an entire house is visible. Long 
straight ribbons which look too narrow to be roads are quite 
evident, running mainly east and west in this part of the 
island, with one long one going north and south mid-way be- 
tween Ocean and Lake and also an intermittent one near the 
Lake, going north and south. The one in the middle occas- 
ionally veers toward the Ocean and runs along parallel with 
the beach for a short distance than it dips back again to the 
center, which allows the beautiful homes on the east to face 
unobstructedly out toward the Ocean. The terrain near 
where the road leaves the Ocean at one spot is laid out in an 
attractive golf course spotted with hazards, bunkers and 
greens. 

Proceeding further south, the trees still persist but the 
buildings are much closer together and there are several 
types of buildings. One of these appears to be a fire depart- 
ment building though it is much handsomer than that type 
of a building generally is. Near the fire department building 
is a fine church. Many cars passing on the street and parked 
at the sides indicate a business center just beyond the 
church and a large building to one side down by the lake is 
obviously a hotel. This is later discovered to be the Naval

Just beyond this spreads another fine golf course. At the 
entrance of this course stands an interesting architectural 
group of buildings which you rightly judge must include the 
famous Everglades Club. 

From there on the island narrows but still among the 
trees many gorgeous homes are perceived, with their at- 
tractive swimming pools, beautiful patios, and grounds so 
artistically landscaped that they almost seem to be a part of 
Paradise. What a delightful map! 

And now that you have finished your projection of the 
map of Palm Beach, you can resume speed and zoom to the 
skies.

Current Four Art's Show 


HE SOCIETY OF THE Four ARTS, of which Mr. Joseph F. 

Gunster is President, this month marking eleven years 

as the cultural center of the Palm Beach winter season, has 

made rapid strides in fulfilling its recorded purpose of culti- 

vating and encouraging a taste for the true and genuine in 
all fields of art. 

A non-profit organization, the Society’s art center in 
Royal Palm Way provides a Gallery where each year a num- 
ber of art exhibits of Metropolitan standards take place, and 
where also a lecture program in which outstanding repre- 
sentatives in many fields of endeavor are heard each season. 

The Society is also responsible for bringing to Palm 
Beach a series of musical events that are outstandingly fine, 
the program this season including, Eugene List, brilliant 
young pianist on February 17 and Tito Schipa, renowned 
tenor of the Metropolitan Opera Company on March 12. Mr. 
Schipa will appear in place of Lily Pons, also a star of the 
Metropolitan, who because of illness has cancelled all en- 
gagements for several months. 

Besides its splendid contribution to Palm Beach in the 
sponsoring of lectures, concerts and art exhibits, the Society 
also maintains an excellent library which has grown to amaz- 
ing proportions since its beginning nucleus comprising a few 
books on art. Open each day from 10 a. m. to 5 p. m. except 
Sunday when from 2 to 5 o’clock, for those who wish to spend 
a few hours in quiet reading, the Four Arts Library now 
contains over 7,000 volumes, crowding space built for ap- 
proximately 4,000 and is one of the reasons that brought 
about a decision of Four Arts’ members to provide addi- 
tional facilities to the art center, which will be carried out 
as soon as materials are available. 

“Fourteen Americans’, third show of the season, cur- 
rently on exhibit to continue through March 2, was pre- 
viewed by members of the Society at a tea which took place 
on Friday, February 7. 

The opening exhibition at the Museum of Modern Art 
in New York last fall, it is a very large and comprehensive 
art show comprising over eighty paintings and_ pieces of

sculpture, each artist being represented by from three to ten 
works. 

Representing widely different aims and inspirations the 
“Fourteen Americans” upon whom the Museum of Modern 
Art has placed a nationally recognized imprimatur, include: 
David Aronson, Ben L. Culwell, Arshile Gorky, David Hare, 
Loren MaclIver, Robert Motherwell, Isamu Noguchi, I. Rice 
Pereira, Alton Pickens, C. S. Price, Theodore L. Roszak, Hon- 
ore Sharrer, Saul Steinberg, and Mark Tobey. 

Another in a series of related exhibitions organized by 
the Museum of Modern Art to provide a means of studying 
certain phases of contemporary art in various parts of the 
United States, the show is provocative and lively with some 
extremely rewarding moments. It should be examined in its 
entirety as a line of taste, for despite the qualifying explana- 
tion that the group is presented “‘not as a definitive selection 
of the outstanding talents of 1946”, the fact remains that 
these are the “talents’’, favored by the Museum. 

With the exception of Honore Sharrer, Alton Pickens 
and Ben L. Culwell, comparatively newcomers to the scene, 
the others have been widely recognized for a long enough 
time to need no introduction. Nor has youth been a determin- - 
ing factor in the Museum of Arts’ choice of “Fourteen Ameri- 
cans”. The age level and geographical scope of the artists 
ranges from twenty-three year old David Aronson to seventy- 
two year old C. 8. Price; ten of the fourteen live and work 
in New York City, one is a native Texan, another a Boston- 
ian and two others have studios in the Pacific northwest. 

The form of expression extends trom the precise geome- 
trics of I. Rice Pereira’s experiments with materials, to the 
clean unfaltering phrases of Saul Steinberg. 

At the realist end of the painting group is Honore Shar- 
rer. Her antecedents are the fifteenth-century Flemish 
painters who like herself gloried in the precise and minor 
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detail of the world, and its magnifying-glass representation. 

What seems to concern all the artists represented in the 
show is not the problem of technique as such, or even the 
popular reaction to new ways of doing things, but rather the 
utterance or revelation which the technique is to embody. 

This seems to be so whether the interest is in the medium 
itself as with Pereira or in research in a universe of imagi- 
native construction where all forms are possible, and mean- 
ing is not dependent on the illustration-image as in the work 
of Gorky, Hare, Motherwell, Noguchi and Roszak. 

The canvases of Arnson and Tobey, portray the wrestling 
with the world of color and shape in terms of religious and 
mystical vision, and in the painting of Lorem Maclver may 
be noted the simple magic that evokes the significance of the 
ordinary is seen. The masterful painting of this artist in 
love with the beauty of the commonplace, and the casual, 
transforms her subjects into delightful subtle design. 

Stripped of all outer defenses, and revealing the cruelty 
and commonplace of city streets, the canvases of Pickens por- 
trays a shifting succession of things seen, imagined or evoked, 
a changing medley revealing phantasmagoria in reality and 
reality in hallucination, and as he well puts it “a fantasy of 
distortion.” 

Ben L. Culwell, the twenty-eight year old Texan and a 
newcomer to the scene has been honored with a one-man 
show in his native state. His work in the current show re- 
veals a cacophany of emotions born of experience suffered 
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in recent warfare in the Pacific. 

The entire animal, human and mineral world falls under 
the fluent wit of Saul Steinberg. His uncanny sense of the 
incongruous and his able exaggeration of the salient are 
matched by the artists impeccable skill in direct, incisive line. 

Arshile Gorky’s surrealism and Robert Motherwell’s 
splashy collage afford a striking contrast to the intelligent 
explorations into constructed space and planes as revealed 
in the work of Pereira. 

Three of the fourteen artists are sculptors, the most 
celebrated being Noguchi who is back on the scene after ten 
years of intellectual exile. 

Noguchi’s return to the field of art is quite naturally, 
warmly applauded by both public and art world, his work 
embracing beautiful and disciplined relations of form and 
space. 

To remain current at the Society of the Four Arts until 
March 2, the exhibit will proceed from here to California. 

Mr. William McKim Chairman of the Painting and 
Sculpture Committee is in charge of the “Fourteen Ameri- 
cans” exhibit. 

The mood of the show for the most part is serious, even 
religious—although it has nothing to do with preaching. The 
idiom is American but there is no hint of regionalism or 
chauvinistic tendency, but on the contrary a profound con- 
sciousness that the world of art is one world and that it con- 
tains the Orient as well as Europe and the Americas.

N ACCORDANCE WITH all the inferences, reasonably drawn 
from the construction of a syllogism in Logic, the archi- 
tecture of the new Coral Beach Club springs from a rational 
plan of functional outdoor living.

The unusual showing was termed more than just paint- 
ing... important background that had been developed in 
the last four years, all over North and South America and 
Europe, and with tremendous success! 


It is interesting to note that the fiftieth anniversary as 
a solo exhibitionist, should be observed in Palm Beach, as 
MacNicol held his first showing here, after his debut in New 
York City, at the Anderson Galleries. In the interim, be- 
tween the two Palm Beach visits, this noted international 
artist has spent the years in South America, Europe, the 
Orient, British Indies, Sweden and _ five years in Mexico, 


where he now makes his home. 


Gen. Francisco J. Aquilar, Mexican Minister to Sweden 
had this to say about MacNicol’s work: ‘He is an American 
painter, who has rendered valuable service to the cause of 
inter-American cultural relations, through his paintings of 
Mexico, in a most commendable effort to which he has de- 
voted many years.” 


And, Mexican Life Magazine commented, ‘His paint- 
ings are a work of authentic self-expression. A product of 
human comprehension, of fine imagination and wide knowl- 
edge of the world. His art is alive, fluid. He tells his own 
story simply and truthfully.” 


Returning to the states from Sweden last December, 
MacNicol was the first American painter to exhibit paintings 
in that country. It was a promise to his mother that prompt- 
ed MacNicol to go to Sweden, as soon after the war as was 
possible. Two of his paintings done at that time were in 
the resort showing “Eventide Farmland” and “Old Fisher 
Woman”. 
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MacNicol is well represented around the world with his 
more than seven hundred pieces of art in oil, water color, 
panels, screens and murals; many of them very large pieces. 
Besides reams of pencil drawings and sketches. His work 
may be found in leading museums, universities, private col- 
lections, here and abroad. And, he has the unique distinc- 
tion of being the first painter to be sponsored by the White 
House ... for his exhibition in 1943 at the Pan American 
Union, Washington, D. C. 


MacNicol does not follow any special school of thought 
in painting. He has developed his own style and personality, 
incorporating in his work a happy medium between the vari- 
ous and diverse schools. His paintings are liveable and 
sound, hence the most lasting type of art! 


A number of years ago, he introduced prismatic seg- 
ments from cubism, employed in his early decorative motifs. 
He is reverting back to some of these again in his present 
subjects ... also to geometrical designs. Because, as he ex- 
plains, “I can tell a bigger story in a fewer lines and I am 
tired of doing realistic things.” 


Outstanding characteristics of MacNicol’s work are a 
fine sweep of brush and lavish use of vivid color; powerful 
in composition and color. His Palm Beach Biltmore showing 
was largely made up of Mexican subjects, several Swedish 
and his latest geometrical studies. The Mexican pictures 
selected for the one-man show ‘were those through which 
I tried to tell a part of the colorful, dramatic story of Mexico; 
the story that is written into the faces of its people.” 


The paintings included in the Biltmore exhibition were: 
“Plume Dance” a vigorous piece, featuring unusual color 
combination and movement; “Rooted As The Plants” an in- 
teresting study of the people, who seem to become a part of 
the landscape; “Madonna of the Flower Mart’, a different 
and new treatment of the madonna theme; “Old Harvest” 
(Monterey, Mexico); “Indian Women Bathing’; ‘Sunday 
Afternoon”, a very gay and colorful study in a light mood.

All of MacNicol’s work is dramatic... action is accent- 
ed in the composition, lights and shadows, and there is a fine 
depth of feeling throughout.

They 
lift the spectator out of the ordinary into the world of imagi- 
nation. The use of strong color and unusual perspective, are 
reminiscent of Van Gogh. 


The ‘‘man behind the work” is also interesting and un- 
usual. Born in New York City, at the age of eight he had 
already started painting. While still in his teens, he was 
studying at the University of Illinois and made his debut as 
an artist in 1921, at the Anderson Galleries. Coming to Palm 
Beach after this, MacNicol was sponsored by the late Mrs. 
Edward T. Stotesbury, Mrs. Robert C. Black and Mr. Joseph 
Riter. He has painted more than thirty of the most import- 
ant homes in the resort. 


MacNicol plans to begin very soon to paint in abstract, 
as he believes the public is ready to receive and understand 
that now. Alternating painting and writing, he is writing 
his autobiography to be called “The Paint Brush Ambassa- 
dor’ ... and plans to devote at least a chapter to Palm

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The Virgin Islands

ENTION YOU’VE TAKEN a vacation in the Virgin Islands 
Nees unusual bit of the U.S.A. in the Caribbean Sea 
—and you’ll find you can revel in a monologue, with your 
cronies sitting in admiring silence. 

You'll find you can talk your head off because of the 
intense interest of Americans in their tropical playground. 
You can even be lofty without pretentiousness about your 
new-found knowledge of the Virgins because of the wide- 
spread misconceptions and misinformation about Uncle Sam’s 
cosmopolitan Caribees. 

To their eager queries, you'll relate that this paradise 
lies 1,682 miles from New York and 1,117 miles from Miami. 
But mileage doesn’t mean a thing, you’ll explain, because Pan 
American World Airways Clippers fly to St. Thomas in five 
hours and 55 minutes from Miami and in eight hours and 40 
minutes from New York. 

Since you yourself weren’t too sure of the islands’ loca- 
tion in the Caribbean Sea, you won’t betray your friends’ 
geographical ignorance. Instead, you will casually describe 
St. Thomas as being 39 miles from Puerto Rico and point 
out that St. John and St. Croix are close by. These three 
islands are the principal Virgins since the other pin-point 
atolls and cays, numbering about 50, aren’t inhabited. 

The real name of the capital of the Virgins is Charlotte 
Amalie. But everyone calls it St. Thomas after the island 
on which it is located. It is a town which looks like an 
elaborate Broadway setting. Home and shop owners have 
no inhibitions whatsoever when it comes to painting their 
establishments. Colors in every imaginable combination are 
used. Houses may be painted pink and yellow and stores 
may have bright green, red, or blue doors and shutters. There 
are houses with lacy white grill-work balconies jutting out 
over the streets. The warehouses and stores are massive 
structures built by the colonists centuries ago. 

Look a little too closely at St. Thomas, however, and 
you note a down-at-the-elbows appearance. 

The town is a peculiar mixture of foreign and Ameri- 
can ingredients. The main street is named Dronningens- 
gade, but you can’t pronounce it unless you speak Danish. 
On this narrow, winding street are yellow American bus stops 
and typically American traffic signs. But motorists drive 
on the left-hand side because at one time there were so many 
British workers such a system had to be instituted for 
safety. 

Store names are international, many being in Spanish. 
The English names are often misleading. The “Holy Land 
Store” doesn’t deal in religious objects but in plain and fancy 
groceries. The Paradise Department Store is no emporium; 
shapeless felt hats and bolts of goods are among its offerings. 


Adding to the varied scene is Fort Christian and lottery 
tickets. The blood-red brick stronghold was built by the 
Danes in 1671 and is now used as a police court and prison. 


The tickets of the only lot ttery allowed by the United States 
are sold by a few street vendors. Usually, however, lottery

tickets are enclosed in glass cases which hang outside shops 
to attract the eye of passersby. 

Running straight up the surrounding hills are streets 
of steps. The houses along them rise like tiers of a theater, 
giving the occupants a view of what their neighbors are 
doing. The passerby also gets intimate glimpses of St. 
Thomians eating their meals, arising from bed or sweeping 
their homes. 

The pale green and white patches on the hills of St. 
Thomas always mystify the newcomer. They are cement 
cachements which channel the rain into cisterns. St. Thomas 
belongs to the group of Caribbean islands which are sum- 
mits of a submerged mountain chain. The island has no 
rivers or lakes and depends entirely on rain for its water 
supply. The homes of the upper class have their own stone 
cisterns. The poor folk trek to the public supply, and natives 
balancing buckets of water on their heads are a common 
sight on the streets. 

The whole effect of St. Thomas is one of fresh simplicity. 
Here you will definitely not find the glossy artifices or the 
air of opportunism of a resort that has become an old hand 
at decoying tourists. There is no high-powered American 
efficiency. Life moves slowly and casually, and anyone who 
expects taxis to arrive when called, inter-island boats to 
leave on schedule or appointments to be met on the dot soon 
discovers he’s out of pace with life in the Virgin Islands. 

Your fellow American in the Virgin Islands is very dif- 
ferent from the mainland brand. And he draws a line be- 
tween you and himself by calling you a “continental” if you 
were born in one of the 48 states. 

The majority of islanders are of the Negro race, and 
for the first time in the history of the islands they are now 
being governed by a Negro, Judge William H. Hastie, said to 
be one of the most able administrators the Virgins ever had. 

There is another group of islanders, however, of Euro- 
pean descent. Originally, the Virgins were colonized by the 
Dutch. Then they were acquired by Denmark, which ruled 
them for 250 years. England, Spain and France gained 
temporary control during their wars of colonial expansion, 
however. That’s why you meet islanders with English, 
Scotch, Danish, Dutch and Spanish names. 

Adding to this population pot-pourri are Cha Chas and 
Puerto Ricans. The Cha Chas live on St. Thomas. The 
Puerto Ricans have spread from St. Thomas to St. Croix and 
are shopkeepers, skippers of small, inter-island boats and 
skilled laborers. 

The Cha Chas are people whose forefathers migrated to 
the West Indies from Brittany ae Normandy in the 17th 
century. 


The spoken English of the Virgin Islanders sounds like 
that of British colonials. That of the upper classes is clipped 
and clear, but peasant folk do unbelievable things to gram- 
mar. This, combined with their sing-song accent, convinces 
you at first that they are speaking a foreign tongue. 
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You’ll be surprised to learn that, despite the long rule 
of the Danes, English was always the language of the island- 
ers. 

A few new hotels are being built, however, and an en- 
terprising American has just inaugurated a motorboat tour 
of St. Thomas’ harbor. He also has a 40-foot schooner for 
longer sea trips and eventually will provide small sailing 
craft to rent. 

The other pleasures of St. Thomas—a cosmopolitan cen- 
ter compared to St. John and St. Croix—are simple ones in- 
deed. You find lovely, uncrowded beaches on which to laze in 
the eternal sunshine and crystal-clear water for a dip. It 
takes only a few hours to drive around the 14-mile-long 
island. The roads curve around forest-clad hills, which slope 
down to sheltered coves and bays. From many summits you 
can peacefully absorb the strangely beautiful scenery of illim- 
itable blue water dotted by emerald islands and headlands. 

The shops of St. Thomas are enthralling. There are 
Argentine leather goods, Haitian sisal bags and shoes, Guate- 
malan textiles, Spanish lace mantillas, Danish silverware and 
Mexican and Peruvian silver jewelry. The native work con- 
sists of straw baskets, mats, rugs and hats, woven by the 
Cha Chas. The filmy laces you see are made at St. John; 
the quaint dolls at St. Croix. 

Nightclubs are non-existent. The younger generation 
congregates at the Grand Corner Bar. 

Among Virgin Islanders you won’t find many who can 
sing the calypso-type songs associated with the West In-

dies. The few who do know how are temperamental about 
performing. 

Utterly different from St. Thomas are the other two 
Virgins. St. John, which is reached in 30 minutes from St. 
Thomas by launch, is covered with thick forests threaded 
by trails. About 750 people live on the island but there are 
no towns. On two different bays are a handful of houses. 
At one—Cruz Bay—the administrator of St. John lives in an 
old white house set on a promintory overlooking the sea. 
The other houses are hidden in coconut palms but, as if to 
prove that it is a town, a neat sign over a small, frame build- 
ing reads: ‘“‘Parent-Teacher Association.” 

Around a slope and west of Cruz Bay is an idyllic cove 
of superb natural beauty where St. Thomians and tourists 
go to spend weekends. Caneel Bay, as it is called, has a 
group of neat, red-roofed cottages, each on a summit and 
each well apart from the others. They have every modern 
convenience and are rented with maid service. Near the 
small pier is a store with every kind of American grocery. 

Mangrove trees edge the crescent of sandy beach. In 
the transparent waters of the cove herons are likely to go 
bathing with you. Or your companions may be several of 
the fat St. John horses. Except for your own two legs, these 
well-fed animals provide the only means of exploring the 
wooded trails that curve around the island. 

St. Croix lies 40 miles south of St. Thomas. Because 
it sits well to one side of the chain of American, English, 
French and Dutch islands which stretch from Puer‘o Rico

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ANCIENT RELIC OF DENMARK’S RULE STILL STANDS IN ST. THOMAS 
A massive reminder that the American Virgin Islands were ruled for 250 years 
by the Danes is Fort Christian, the blood-red, brick stronghold built in 1671. Not 
far from the harbor, it is one of the few Danish landmarks in St. Thomas, capital 
of the Virgin Islands. Sprawling up the surrounding hills, St. Thomas is a cosmo- 
politan town showing the effect of the many nations which had a hand in its 
history. Its main street has a Danish name—Dronningensgade. The left hand 

drive is used, result of British influence, but there are yellow American 

bus stops and typically American traffic signs. 


to the north coast of South America, it is off the beaten 
trade routes. For this reason it is vastly different from the 
other Virgins. 

St. Croix has mountains but is primarily plains country. 
Its fields are a restless sea of green sugar cane. On rolling 
pastures herds of cattle graze, and across the quiet roads 
little mongoose scurry. 


St. Croix has the aura of a vanished era still influencing 
the land. All over its fertile landscape are massive wind- 
mill towers, hewn of stone by slave labor centuries ago. 
Set always on hilltops, these towers are monuments to the 
days when, with the aid of the trade winds, each of St. 
Croix’ plantations ground its own sugar. They are relics of 
the 18th century when the island was a famed sugar and 
rum producer for world markets. Near these towers are 
often the crumbling ruins of what were once gracious estate 
houses. 

Today in St. Croix there is a landed gentry of Scotch, 
Irish and Danish descent consisting of about 70 families. 


Continentals number only 20. In tradition and mores, this 
land-owning aristocracy is similar to the old southern fami- 
lies of the continental United States. They are chary of wel- 
coming any stranger into their homes or business without 
careful inquiry into his antecedents and close scrutiny of his 


manners. Once you’re accepted, however, their hospitality 
knows no bounds. 
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Your coming to St. Croix causes a flurry unless you 
have made preparations in advance. There are only two or 
three automobiles to rent for sightseeing, and at present only 
one hotel—the Pentheny in Christiansted. It is an old-fash- 
ioned home on King Street, furnished with solid mahogany 
pieces which have been in the family for generations. Ex- 
quisite old china and shining pewter pots adorn the walls of 
the dining room, where guests eat at one large table presided 
over by the friendly owner. At night you sleep in an enor- 
mous four-poster bed. 


St. Croix, however, is making preparations for tourists. 
A beautiful residence, once the port pilot’s home, is being 
turned into a hotel. It is on a small islet in the harbor of 
Christiansted and is called Hotel on the Cay. 


On a superb site, just outside of Christiansted, a hotel 
of 15 rooms with baths is being built on an old sugar estate. 
Stretching across a hill, the structure is being designed in 
such a way that from every angle there are vistas of verdant 
slopes merging with the innumerable sandy coves where 
guests can swim in complete privacy. On one side a finger 
of the sea juts inland, making a calm lagoon for sailing and 
fishing. Boats will be provided for sailing and fishing, and 
at certain times of the year guests can hunt doves on the 
broad acres of this plantation.

“PEASANT GIRL” 
An oil painting by Gertrude Schweitzer, loaned by Cecil Smith of Riverside, 
Conn., and London, England for her recent one-man show at the Norton Gallery 
is utterly descriptive, in warm rich tones, its composition and technique is the 
artist at her best. 


HE NORTON GALLERY’S exhibit of thirty-five paintings, 
the work of Gertrude Schweitzer, A. N. A. (Mrs. Wil- 
liam P.) which opened late in January was, in the opinion 
of many artists and art appreciators, one of the most delight- 
ful seen there this season. 

Partly because the brilliant young artist, possessing a 
personality of rare beauty and charm has greatly endeared 
herself to residents of the Palm Beaches during frequent 
visits to the resort and also and by no means secondary, be- 
cause she is one of those rare painters who is equally at home 
working either in oil or watercolor and whose work combines 
a flowing style, a delicate subtlety of line and a powerful 
use of color, her exhibit was received with much enthusiasm 
and warm response. " 

Comparable to a stimulating, witty and _ scintillating 
conversation, Mrs. Schweitzer’s exhibit allowed the viewer 
to share the mentality of the artist the harmonious: succes- 
sion of shapes, colors, light and shade, which presented a 
forthright and consistent picture of art that to most people 
is by far more satisfying than the chaotic works. 

One of the most strikingly beautiful works in the exhibit 
entitled “White Ballet” lent by the Toledo Museum of Art 
where it hangs next to a notable piece by Cezanne in that 
gallery’s permanent collection. A portrait in oil in which 
Mrs. Schweitzer captured all the joy and rapture of both 
the music and rhythm of the ballet, was a compelling canvas, 
and thought provoking, its rare quality of beauty lingering 
long in the memory of the viewer. 

Another canvas more somber though equally inspiring 
was her portrait of “Peasant Girl.” Also a loaned piece it

is owned by Cecil Smith of Riverside, Conn., and London, 
England who prizes the painting so highly he was reluctant 
to part with it for even a brief period. In its composition we 
again see the inimitable Schweitzer statement of beauty, this 
time in the minor key. 

“Self Portrait”, a diploma piece lent by the National 
Academy of Design in New York City, is another of which 
the artist may well be proud—in it one feels a scholarly ele- 
ment, and a seriousness that marks Mrs. Schweitzer as a 
disciplinarian in the execution of her portraiture. 

Seven other oil paintings in the exhibit were done by 
the artist over the last year, a number of them having been 
executed while she was visiting recently in New Mexico. All 
in bold incisive style they show the artist in a higher key than 
previously. 

Among her varied and stimulating group of watercolors 
were several painted before the war—the gap between this 
group and the large representative papers finished this last 
year is accountable to Mrs. Schweitzer having devoted her 
entire time to the development of the arts and crafts depart- 
ment at Governor Island’s Fort Jay hospital during the war 
period. When she again resumed painting, her ability to 
control washes, combined with her sureness of touch resulted 
in the soft subtle individuality of color so evident in her ex- 
hibit at the Norton Gallery. 

Considered one of the foremost women painters in the 
United States, Mrs. Schweitzer has exhibited at the Society 
of the Four Arts in a number of exhibits and her delightful 
and sprightly watercolor entitled ‘Shore Picnic’? won the 
Channing Hare prize theré in the ninth annual Member’s 
Show this season. 

Since she began to exhibit in 1931 her work has been 
shown at such leading museums and galleries as the Cor- 
coran Gallery, Washington, D. C.; the Chicago Art Institute; 
the Pennsylvania Academy of Fine Arts; the Denver Art 
Museum; Sarasota Art Museum; and in New York at the 
National Academy, the American Watercolor Society and 
the World’s Fair. 

Her work combines a flowing style, flawless taste in 
selecting her subject and in presenting it with exquisite 
feeling. It is therefore not surprising to learn that Gertrude 
Schweitzer has been accorded the honor of an invitation to 
show her work in Paris. Much of the exhibit shown at the 
Norton Gallery will therefore go from here to France where | 
it will be seen in an exhibition at the Charpentier Gallery 
next fall. ‘ 

In addition to the Toledo Museum of Art for ‘White 
Ballet” and ‘to The National Academy of Design for “Self 
Portrait” and for the generosity of Cecil Smith in loaning to 
the exhibit “Peasant Girl”, the Norton Gallery is also appre- 
ciative of “Musicale”, lent by Arthur Bradley Campbell of 
Palm Beach. 

In conjunction with the Schweitzer exhibit was also a 
showing of Coptic textiles from the permanent collection of 
the San Francisco Museum of Art. Salvaged from the tombs 
of the Christian natives of Egypt, they still retain their 
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bright colors after seventeen hundred years. Representing 
a civilization long since transformed they are examples of 
the highest perfection achieved in the weaving art. 

The January exhibition of contemporary American 
painting showing a highly selective cross section of what is 
going on in American art was also a successful show. As 
a sampling of the current crop of American painting, the 
show suggested several conclusions: Although abstraction 
and surrealism have been the two outstanding innovations of 
recent years, it was noted in the Norton exhibit that both of 
these idioms in their extreme forms were represented by only 
a few examples. 

But it was also observed that a great many of the artists 
are now employing abstraction in a modified form to build 
otherwise representational pictures. A certain vague atmos- 
phere suggesting surrealism was noticeable in some of the 
paintings in the contemporary group but generally speaking 
showed much more of a trend toward romantic lyricism. 

E. R. Hunter, Director of the Norton Gallery and School 
of Art served as a member of the selection committee for 
the show together with Mrs. C. Shillard-Smith, chairman 
of the committee and president of the Clearwater Art Mu- 
seum, Peyton Boswell, Editor of the Art Digest of New 
York City, Alonzo M. Lansford, Associate Editor of Art 
Digest and Consultant at Telfair Academy of Arts and Scien- 
ces at Savannah, Ga., and R. H. McKelvey, Director, Clear- 
water Art Museum.

Gallery tomorrow to remain current through March 2. 

James Johnson Sweeney former director of the Paint- 
ing and Sculpture Department of the Modern Museum of 
Art who wrote the introduction to the catalogue for the show 
opening at the Norton Gallery points out that landscape 
painting in the Orient is a strictly modern art. An invention 
of the Renaissance in Europe, it has been approached in in- 
finite ways—from the scientific interest in plants and geolo- 
gical formations of Leonardo da Vinci to the poetic land- 
scapes of such painters as Claude, and Constable. 

The exhibition represents a variety of approaches to 
landscape painting as it typifies the characteristic variety of 
individual expression in 20th century work. Among the men 
represented are, Beckman, Berman, de Chirico, Derain, 
Gatch, Hartley, Heckel, Klee, Knaths, Maclver, Matta, Mas- 
son, Miro, O’Keefe, Orozco, Rouault, Sheeler and Sutherland. 

The selection of pictures shows how Cubists such as 
Braque, Picasso, Leger and sympathizers such as Feininger 
and Stuart Davis, followed the path indicated by Cezanne 
and Seurat, adding their protest against the naturalism in 
painting by an arbitrary analysis of familiar ‘real’ forms. 
And while the men of the following generation, Ernst, Tan,- 
guy, Magritte, Atherton and others whose works are to be 
represented in the show, also recognized the greater import- 
ance of how a painting looks rather than what it looks like, 
they felt the Cubists’ reduction of the natural forms to arbi- 
trary compositions had also impoverished painting. They 
turned therefore once again to the depiction of recognizable 
forms but they placed them in a world of imaginary relation- 
ships in an attempt to recover for painting its poetry of 
allusion.

OOD NEIGHBORING” begins in youth! Realizing that a 
G better understanding between the Americas should be 
developed at the very base of all public opinion, the rising 
generations, the Pan American League established a Student 
League for this purpose a number of years ago. It was to 
the young people with minds still uninfluenced by the past, 
that education concerning people of the Americas, their his- 
tories, their language, everything about them, must be 
brought, they reasoned. And, in consequence, that informa- 
tion must be as unbiased and as complete as it is possible 
to obtain! 

While the Student League now is a far-reaching and ex- 
tensive project, it started out in a comparatively small way. 
At first, emphasis was placed on the study of Spanish in 
the Miami High Schools—where the League had its begin- 
ning. And, to encourage this, yearly prizes were given to the 
students who proved themselves most proficient in that lan- 
guage. After a few years of experimental work here, the 
idea spread to Chicago, Ill., and from there through the

middle western states and then—throughout the country. 

At present, forty-three of the forty-eight states of the 
U. S. A. are engaged in this work—comprising some three 
hundred separate Leagues. Membership ranges from great 
metropolitan high schools whose attendance runs into the 
thousands, to small countries in isolated districts. . From 
communities where special facilities for study outside the 
conventional pattern are limited, to those with a large city’s 
opportunities at their command; and whose financial possi- 
bilities run the same gamut. 

And, the plan evolved to promote the “Good Neighbor’ 
policy, now includes much more than the mere learning of 
Spanish! A regular program of study has been arranged 
by the headquarters office in Miami—augmented by kits of 
material sent out from here; including pamphlets, special 
articles, bibliographies and books on the countries of Latin 
America. 

These kits are made possible by a yearly grant from the 
Carnegie Foundation and the generous cooperation of the 
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Office of the Coordinator of Inter-American Affairs. This 
material is kept in the schools, to form a nucleus of authentic 
source of information for their reference libraries. 

Since, however, a study comprising twenty nations, pre- 
sents a very real problem and when the varying regulations 
of forty-eight states is added (and a wide divergence of 
school facilities), the Pan American League has deemed it 
wise to keep its student program as fluid as possible. Leav- 
ing the way open to adjustment and experimentation, as 
each individual school problem warrants. Plus the initiative 
and ingenuity of the students! 

Following this line of procedure, the general program of 
activities as suggested for study includes: Encouragement of 
Spanish and Portuguese study. Pan American programs at 
meetings. Study of the history, geography, social and econo- 
mic problems of the Pan American nations. Observance of 
Pan American Day and Latin American holidays, such as 
birthdays of heroes, Independence Days, etc. Regional and 
national conferences held at stated times. Correspondence 
with Latin American students. Hospitality and courtesies to 
visiting Latin American students. Participation in the nation- 
al student newspaper. Broadcas‘ing programs. 

Among the many outstanding programs of the various 
schools throughout the country, one of the most successful 
was a Pan American Conference, in which the student groups 
of Akron, Ohio were hosts. All of the student leagues through- 
out the United States submitted their programs for the year 
(preceding the Conference) and from this, the twenty show- 
ing the greatest awareness, the most well-thought out and 
individual progress, were chosen to represent the nations of 
the Americas. Each one was assigned a specific nation to 
represent! 

An agenda was provided for the Conference, which 
covered varied and extensive problems (economic and cul- 
tural). Throughout the year, each group studied its assigned 
country—preparing to represent that country at the Con- 
ference. This tremendous undertaking attracted the attention, 
not only of the entire U. S. A. but elicited much favorable 
comment from the Trade Advisor from Brazil to the Pan 
American Union, who attended the Conference. And, from 
the Department of State, which issued the following state- 
ment: “Such educational efforts should go far to bring to 
our students a realistic understanding of the problems and 
relations of this hemisphere.” There was no question that at 
least that group of students were well-versed in the affairs 
of Latin America! 

Another interesting national program was represented 
in an essay contest on “Trade and Economic Inter-American ~ 
Relations,” for which a prize of twenty-five dollars was 
offered. This was won by a young student of the Phoenix 
Union High School, Phoenix, Arizona. Still another nation- 
wide program of unusual interest and scope, was based on the 
Pan American Highway—a thorough knowledge of the High- 
way, the portions completed with their condition, portions 
not yet complete, study of the products on the land along the 
Highway, the possibilities of Inter-American trade, and the 
production of essential materials not heretofore grown ex- 
tensively in this hemisphere. Then, the students were asked 
to picture the Highway, twenty years from now, with the 
tremendous possibilities in trade and the raising of the level 
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Here is a cabinet full of gadgets typical of South American countries—made by 
ten and twelve year olds of a Texas school group, members of the Junior 


of prosperity as a result, in each country. 

Variation from the assigned projects, produce many 
noteworthy ideas among high school student league members. 
Among the schools doing outstanding jobs in this realm, and 
other schools carrying out assigned programs in an unusually 
proficient manner: Kensington High School, Philadelphia, 
Pa.; Cheyenne Senior High School, Cheyenne, Wyoming; 
Classical High School, Lynn, Mass.; New Britain, Connecti- 
cut, High School; St. Petersburg, Florida, High School; Carl 
Schurz High School, Chicago, Hl. (which is the largest group 
in the Student League, with almost one thousand members) ; 
Jersey Township High School, Jerseyville, Ill.; Woodrow 
Wilson High School, Portsmouth, Va.; Englewood High 
School, Chicago, Ill.; Horace Mann High School, Gary, Ind. ; 
Deming Junior High School, Deming, New Mexico. 

The “Book Shelf Project,” built upon the exchange of 
juvenile literature, is considered one of the most important 
phases of the Pan American Student League. A carefully 
selected collection of twenty-eight books, by United States 
authors, ranging from those suitable for the seven year olds 
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to the border-line literature enjoyed by young people and 
grown-ups alike, comprise the “libraries” sent to schools in 
the Pan American countries. This list was compiled with the 
aid of the Library of Congress in Washington, D. C. 

Since it would be outside the financial range of most 
high schools to get together the entire “shelf,” it is divided 
into groups of four books. In this way, it takes seven Student 
Leagues to make up one “shelf”; sent to a specific country. 
Although this idea is comparatively new, fourteen complete 
collections (twenty-eight books each) have already been sent 
to the Latin American schools; which use them in their study 
of English. 

Other interesting contacts made by students on their 
own initiative, in the realm of literature: students of the 
Austin Senior High School, Houston, Texas, sent the Spanish 
edition of Readers’ Digest to high schools in Ecuador, Colom- 
bia and El Salvador. A full years set of Etude (the music 
magazine) was sent to Brazil by the students of the Ham- 
mond High School, Hammond, Indiana; to assist a cultural 
organization with material for a very extensive cultural 
English course. 

The ‘Historical Scrapbook” idea was planned last year, 
as a simpler and less expensive means of exchange, thai 
would be educational at the same time. And, Latin Ameri- 
can students have expressed a keen interest in this method 
of presenting U. S. history and geography! Complete his- 
tories of towns and cities, as far as possible, are included in 
the scrapbooks—pictures from newspapers and magazines, 
historical notes, clippings, colored postcards, actual photo- 
graphs. Some students even include entire booklets concern- 
ing the varied attractions, industries, activities, of their home 
town. 

Those students who are located so that they can (like 
the Student League in Trenton, New Jersey, for instance), 
go back to Revolutionary days, in a carefully arranged series 
of beautiful postcards. And, the Trenton Central High 
School scrapbook, also included a duplicate set of cards, so 
that their Latin American friends could write back and make 
comments, ask questions, etc. The George Washington High 
School group of San Francisco, California contributed 
twelve attractive scrapbooks, telling all about this romantic 
city in pictures and story. 

The distribution of these fascinating scrapbooks is hand- 
led, so that the schools in Latin America who receive them, 
will have at least three different cities to study—to give them 
as wide a range of information as is possible, about our 
country. The Pan American students have been so thrilled 
by this idea, that many of them have already sent scrap- 
books of their countries, to schools in the U. S. A. Among 
them—Mexico, Brazil, Ecuador and Guatemala! 

Correspondence between members of the Student Pan 
American League and students in Latin America, has proved 
a very interesting and helpful method of promoting inter- 
American understanding. Names are supplied from official 
correspondence lists sent into the headquarters office in 
Miami. An exciting new angle was given to this idea by the 
Kelwyn High School of Chicago, Hl. who sent a “talking 
letter” (two twelve inch phonograph records), to a school 
in Argentina. 

To assist in coordinating the widespread and far reach- 
ing field of activities in the League, a student newspaper 
was started about two years ago. Through this medium it is 
possible to pass on the suggestions made by the different 
groups throughout the U. S. A., to keep them abreast of all

Critics all agree technically speaking that the “layout” 
as golf courses are termed is one of the sportiest in the state 
of Florida and a real test of golf. It is short enough not to 
be tiring yet long enough to give par shooters a battle. 

Even on the busiest days, when on some courses one 
finds jams and tie ups on certain holes, there are no delays 
on the Country club course. This is due to two things, first 
the manner in which Bert Nicolls, professional, regulates the 
starting play and second the manner in which the course is 
‘constructed. There are three fairly long holes in a row be- 
fore one encounters a short hole where jams usually occur. 
The second hole is 220 yards long, but since one cannot get 
into any trouble the play runs smoothly. 

Ordinarily a tie up should result on the fourth hole, a 
135 yarder, but the play on the third and fifth is such that 
travel on the third moves slowly while that on the fifth moves 
rapidly. 

William G. Cluett, chairman of the tennis committee 
together with his committee members and tennis professional 
Charley Wood have been working hard to step up the tempo 
of tennis at the Everglades club and apparently they have 
succeeded. 

In addition to round robins and special tennis exhibi- 
tions a tennis clinic for juniors and also a round robin has 
been started.

the latest developments, and to give members condensed 
items of educational interest that will help with their studies. 
A wonderful connecting link with the student groups which 
now extend from coast to coast! 

Since the high school students have been so successful 
in their inter-American educational methods, it was decided 
to start similar work in the elementary schools. The experi- 
ment met with almost immediate success! In these groups, 
the youngsters learn a little Spanish and work out the geo- 
graphy, products and customs of the various Latin American 
countries. The mediums familiar to elementary schools are 
used. Sand-tables and modeling clay make whole villages 
and towns. Little models are fashioned of products and peo- 
ple; miniature reproductions are made of pottery, basketry, 
weaving. Juvenile scrapbooks also promote interest. 

Some of the most satisfactory work in this category has 
been done by the children of the Miami Springs Elementary 
School, which by the way, has become a veritable demonstra- 
tion center for this sort of educational plan. And, with 
assured success in the primary grades of a number of schools, 
numerous student leagues have now been established in ele- 
mentary schools throughout the country. 

Of the three hundred groups belonging to the Student 
Pan American League, about forty of these are in the col- 
leges and universities. And, while their inter-American met- 
hods of study are more advanced than the other groups, in 
general, they follow the same policies as the high school 
leagues. Last year their program was based on post-war pro- 
blems! Many of the universities conduct Round Tables on 
Latin American subjects of special interest. 

With new groups (in all age brackets) being constantly 
added to the already large roster of the Student League, and 
hence, new and original activities and ideas, a much wider and 
more comprehensive study of the Americas is being accom- 
plished. All of this work is now handled from the head- 
quarters office, with the assistance of State Directors, who 
help to coordinate the work within their particular states.

IME IS a half-filled album. Its pages are years... those 
gone by, filled from top to bottom while those to come 
are spotless. 

Gazing upon pictures of events or scenes of long ago, 
is similar to thumbing the pages of an album. 

A snap shot tells an amazing story of romance, of trage- 
dy, of peace or strife of wealth or poverty. 

Youth will give but a brief glance to a photograph of 
an event which occurred years before, while oldsters will find 
the same photograph, something to study and pour over for 
hours. It brings back old memories, it affords a chance to 
compare life in those days with life today, to compare value 
with value and to oftentimes smile. 

For instance, fashions shown in the photographs on 
these pages which pertain to the Floral Park-Sunset Avenue 
auction sale, are almost certain to bring a smile. 

The sale took place 35 years ago, in February 1912. 

That was the month and year that William Howard Taft 
held office, that was the year Arizona was admitted to state- 
hood, Colonel Theodore Roosevelt announced he would accept 
the G.O.P. nomination for president, Amundsen, Norwegian 
explorer announced the discovery of the South Pole, ship- 
ments of arms to Mexico were forbidden, J. J. Astor died as 
did Frederick VII, King of Denmark and golfers wore knick- 
ers. 

That was the year Palm Beach was beginning to come 
into its own. 

It had come a long way, but not too far. The Royal 
Poinciana had been in operation for 18 years having been 
epened in 1894. 

Colonel Edward R. Bradley was already on the scene 
having built his famous Beach club in 1898. 

The Palm Beach boom was on, though later a greater 
boom was to come... one which when it exploded set lower 
Florida back for many years. 


Bicycles were a popular means of travel back in 1912 since only bicycles and 
Afromobiles were permitted on the Island. One could also dismount and leave 
his bicycle almost anywhere as shown in the above photograph of the Sunset 
auction sale. Mr. Richard Croker, fabulous New Yorker, purchased the first lot. 
At that time Sunset Avenue was in what is known as the Floral Park section. Mr. 
Croker paid $120 a foot. Nowadays you might buy it for $800 a foot. The 
property was originally owned by Colonel Edward R. and John R. Bradley.

Henry Morrison Flagler was nearing the end of the trail, 
for he died a year later in 1913, mourned by thousands of 
friends. 

As one old timer put it, ‘“‘Palm Beach had come a long 
way, but it was still a long way from what it is in 1947.” 

Where palatial residences stand today, it was necessary 
to travel jungle trails to reach various parts of the Island. 

The only bridge was the North bridge or as it was call- 
ed in 1912, the railroad bridge. The Florida East Coast ran 
over it and other than trains only bicyclists, Afromobiles 
and pedestrians were allowed on the bridge since motor ve- 
hicles were not permitted on the Island. 

In 1912 what is known today as Royal Poinciana Way 
was known as Main street or Flagler avenue. The railroad 
ran across the bridge stopped at the Poinciana station and 
then traveled on up to the Breakers, where it unloaded and 
then backed across the bridge and swung on down to Miami. 

Whitehall as we know it was not built in those days, but 
one of the show places was the residence of Henry Flagler 
which stood on the Lake Front. Near it was a yacht basin 
for the Poinciana and between the basin and Main street or 
Royal Poinciana Way stood a frame building which housed 
merchants such as Anthony’s which today is one of the oldest 
department stores in the county. 

Years before Colonel Bradley had purchased a large sec- 
tion of land from Dr. James Munyon for the sum of $55,000. 
This section extended from Lake Worth to the ocean and 
extended north from Main street or what is now known as 
Royal Poinciana Way, beyond Sunset avenue. The section 
was often referred to as The Styx because of the hundreds 
of old negro shanties which were located in it. 

Palm Beach was a long way from what it is now, but 
those inevitable spearheads of progress, the real estate devel- 
opers had been on the job for several years and were cutting 
into the jungle. 

The prophecies of such men as Henry M. Flagler, Henry 
Ellsworth Bemis, Colonel Edward R. Bradley, Elisha N. 
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Dimick and other pioneers “that Palm Beach would become 
a paradise,” had already come true. 

In 1910 L. H. Green came to Palm Beach from New 
York where together with Henry J. Miller, he had developed 
much real estate. He returned to Palm Beach in 1911 and 
again in 1912. 

During his visits he became acquainted with Colonel 
Bradley and other leading Palm Beach residents and when 
Colonel Bradley declared that he would like to sell the Sun- 
set avenue section of his property holdings, Mr. Green offered 
to develop and sell it for him. 

His first move was to wire for his associate Mr. Miller 
to come to Palm Beach and his next was to name the section 
to be sold “Floral Park.” 

Having been big real estate operators in the East and 
Middle West, Palm Beach was to them, what fudge is to an 
adolescent. 

Mr. Miller had hardly stepped off the train before he 
received the surprise of his life. 

“T wasn’t in town three hours, when while walking 
across County road at Royal Poinciana Way a fellow ap- 
proached me and wanted to know whether or not I was con- 
nected with the coming auction sale of Sunset avenue. 

“When I informed him I was, he asked what the south 
east corner of Sunset and County road would bring. That is 
where the Plaza Hotel now stands. 

“The fellow did not look like he had much money, in 
fact he did not look like a prospective buyer, at all, so I quot- 
ed him a much higher price than I thought the land would 
bring. 

“To my surprise, he asked how much of a binder was 
needed and when I replied that $1000 would do, he requested 
me to step into his store, a few feet away. The sign over 
the store read ‘Burkhardt’s General Store.’ 

“Inside, he pulled out a paper bag, much like those 
groceries are packed in, took out a roll of bills and handed 
a $1000 bill to me. I was so surprised I almost fainted.” 

Looking back over the fantastic days of auctioneering 
and auction sales Mr. Miller who now lives in Palm Beach 
likes to dwell upon the many notables who used to attend, 
and the methods used to attract crowds. 

“Those were the days,” says Mr. Miller who today looks

much like he did 35 years ago. ‘Mr. Green and I took turns 
at auctioneering. We had balloon ascensions, gave away 
Japanese umbrellas, watches, opera glasses, pianos and other 
valuable gifts. 

“That fabulous figure Richard Croker of New York was 
a well known figure at the auction as was Bill ‘Figgie’ Con- 
ners, upstate New York political figure, Ben Clayton ‘Tip’ 
Reese, G. L. Simpson, John R. Bradley, Colonel Edward R. 
Bradley, E. Clarence Jones, Enoch Root, Abram Huston and 
many others whose names for the moment I cannot recall. 

“Richard Croker purchased 250 feet of ocean front prop- 
erty for $120 a foot. Abram Huston was another buyer of 
much ocean front property. 

“Where the Patio now stands Clarence Jones built the 
‘Hacienda’. 

“A well known figure in those days was Enoch Root, 
who as a pioneer developed Root’s Trail. This is located 
north of Sunset avenue. 

“Another pioneer was Hiram Hammon, who homestead- 
ed the section which extended from the ocean to Lake Worth 
and from Hammon avenue to Island road, or what is now 
Island road. 

“In those days Brazilian avenue to the golf course was a 
jungle and Worth avenue was not developed until 1913. 

“There was approximately ten miles of jungle trail and 
visitors would spend hours riding them in Afromobiles. This 
jungle trail ran east and west, traversing back and forth 
across the island many times. In fact the visitors thought 
they were traveling miles and miles but the jungle was so 
dense they did not know they were passing each other a few 
teet away. 

“A rubber tree, a part of which still remains, was locat- 
ed in the southern most part of the trail. It was more or less 
of a stopping point for the Afromobiles. 

“Hiram Hammon was a picturesque homesteader who 
lived in a little frame building at the corner of Hammon and 
County road. While most of us were attired in light sum- 
mery clothes, Hiram used to wear a felt hat and long black 
coat.” 

The auction of Floral Park or Sunset avenue lasted one 
week, beginning at 2:30 o’clock in the afternoon, February 
19, 1912 and lasting until February 24th. 
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Alice Littig siems Sculptress 


Has Interesting Cxhibition 


RT CONNOISSEURS and resorters are discovering an artistic 
treasure trove in the work of Alice Littig Siems, ex- 
hibited in her studio in The Breakers. Mrs. Siems, inter- 
nationally known sculptress of Palm Beach and New York 
is well-represented in this country and Europe . . . museums 
and private collections. Her sculpture portraits of some of 
the nation’s leading figures are considered among the best 
examples of contemporary art in the country. 

Completely unassuming for all the honors that have been 
bestowed upon her, this noted artist discusses her work with 
the simple dignity of the technician in any field. One of the 
remarkable qualities of her portrait studies is the impression 
given of arrested motion. The subject seems to have been 
captured while completely unconscious of observation and 
transferred to clay. 

“T don’t always do them as they are posed” she said. “I 
catch them in a certain expres- 
sion or mood and keeping that 
in mind, reproduce the finished 
product. Posing for a portrait 
head which is my specialty, is 
much easier than sitting for a 
portrait painting. There is no 
dependence on light and most 
of my subjects enjoy moving 
about and chatting at will.” 

Arranged artistically about 
her studio are many of the por- 
trait heads and busts whose 
life-like quality alone mark the 
genius in her fingertips; heads 
of dignitaries and of many an 
important profession and out- 
standing personages of this 
country and abroad. 

Mrs. Siems, daughter of the 
late Lawrence Littig, well- 
known surgeon of Davenport, 
Iowa is a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. She stud- 
ied under Prof. William H. 
Varnum in the university art department, did graduate work 
at the University of Iowa, and studied with Albion Polasek 
at the Chicago Art Institute. Later she was appointed assist- 
ant to the late Lorado Taft, internationally famous sculptor. 
Mrs. Siems has achieved a national reputation for her bust of 
Taft; she is the only artist for whom he ever consented to 
pose. 

Working in bronze and marble and in the polychrome 
medium, this noted sculptress has won critical acclaim for 
the sensitivity and deft artistry of her work. Particularly 
notable are her sculptures of men and children. 

Among her subjects have been Sir Charles Ross, diplo- 
mat of Scotland and Washington; Maj. Gen. E. C. Ashton, 
former chief of staff of the Canadian Army; Walter A. Jes- 
sup, president of the Carnegie Foundation; Roderick Rocke- 
feller Gable, grandson of the late John D. Rockefeller; Sir

Harry Oakes, Peggy Wood, the actress; Carl Mellon, grand- 
son of the late Andrew Mellon; Maria Elena Pignatelli, 
daughter of Princess Constance Pignatelli; Julian Love, son 
of Spencer Love; Mrs. Paula Ehlien, Milwaukee and Palm 
Beach. 

From the viewpoint of the general public, this artist’s 
work in designing plaques of such symmetry and sensitivity 
that they are possible of reduction to minute reliefs for 
brooches and other miniature-like appointments, is one of 
the most convincing examples of her deft technique and art- 
istry. The plaques (or medallions) too (many are displayed 
in her studio in The Breakers) are immensely interesting for 
decorative wall purposes. 

In commenting on Mrs. Siems’ work, the French maga- 
zine “Revue du Vrai et du Beau” had this to say: “The firm 
and supple modeling proves absolute mastery and gives to 
her work an intensity of life 
and a force of expression rare- 
ly realized’. Applicable to ev- 
ery commission she executes, 
this statement may be safely 
called a summary, in brief, of 
the unusual artistry, depth and 
abounding life found in the 
work of this noted sculptress. 

Her portrait of Sir Charles 
Ross of Scotland, for instance, 
is not only an amazing likeness, 
but according to his many 
friends, it “is” Sir Charles. - It 
has a free, easy and graceful 
sweep in technique, that makes 
the popular member of Scottish 
nobility seem actually to live 
and breathe in his vicarious en- 
vironment. 

Polychrome work by Mrs. 
Siems is considered outstand- 
ing, by both artist critics and 
the public. Particularly note- 
worthy, are her exquisite crea- 
tions in color, of children. And, an interesting phase of her 
art display is the continuity of polychrome heads of a child, 
done at intervals from babyhood on up. To parents and 
grandparents, this interesting series of studies is absolutely 
priceless .. . depicting as it does, the development of facial 
characteristics and expressions and character in graphic de- 
tail through the years. 

This famous sculptress has found that small children 
make the most satisfactory subjects, from the standpoint of 
casual, informal grace. They are completely unselfconscious 
during their sittings, and wander about her studio as though 
they were playing at home in their nurseries, a short time 
after being introduced to “the nice young lady” who is going 
to do a portrait head of them. 

“Children are so completely natural,’ Mrs. Siems com- 
mented, “one can catch a fleeting expression or a bit of un- 
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scious grace, not only once but over and over again, when 
observing them during a sitting. The only difficulty in work- 
ing with children, is that you become so attached to them 
during their sittings that you miss them very much when 
the work is finished.” 

“Of course,” she continued, “there are some adults who 
have little or no selfconsciousness, they are the exception, 
rather than the rule. Regardless of the number of times 
they have appeared before the public, most grown-ups are 
a bit bashful when they are being watched . .. possibly the 
thought that they may appear to be poseurs makes them

However, judging from the unstudied grace that char- 
acterizes not one but all of this noted artist’s creations, it 
seems that she has a wonderful knack of overcoming this 


trait in her adult subjects. 


Mrs. Siems exhibited professionally as a painter, for 
five years before she studied sculpturing, but has not done 


anything with that medium of art for twenty years. 


This 


year she is taking it up again and says that she had forgot- 


ten how intricate painting really was.

Here, in the sculpting of the 
young daughter of an official of Lloyd and Lloyd of London, 
Mrs. Siems has caught and made positive the feeling of what 
the small girl’s character will be when she becomes a grown 
woman ...and even, an old lady. 

In another head, that of young Roderick Rockefeller 
Gable, Mrs. Siems has shown her remarkable ability to get 
into her work the essence of childhood.

es Origin, 
‘Background 
and Goal 


AD IT NOT been for two forward looking 
and thinking people who a little over 
twenty years ago interrupted a trip around 
the world to remain in Geneva, Switzerland, 
and help organize the Students’ International 
Union, there might never have been a Palm 
Beach Round Table. 

It was in 1924 that Mrs. Alexander M. Hadden, President 
of the Palm Beach Round Table and the Institute of World 
Affairs in Salisbury, Conn., changed their plans for extended 
travel to devote their entire time to the building of future 
world citizens. With passports in their pockets and an itiner- 
ary of travel that would take them next to India, Mr. and 
Mrs. Hadden, stopping off in Geneva to attend meetings of 
the League of Nations, were deeply impressed by a group of 
young students with whom they became acquainted. Driven 
to the fountainhead of international knowledge by their intel- 
lectual curiosity and because they believed the League of Na- 
tions was the channel through which a lasting peace might 
be evolved, the students had come from all ranks, some from 
places of light and some from places of darkness—all how-

ever seeking the truth. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hadden frequently met the students at 
League of Nations’ meetings and were moved to do something 
to help them, believing that out of these student ranks, rep- 
resenting every nation, every philosophy and every culture 
and form of political and economic government could come 
leaders to help build a world community. 

They then and there, set the wheels in motion to estab- 
lish the S. I. U., the original group comprising eighteen young 
men and women of six nations. Following very much along 
the lines of the development of the Round Table here, at 
first the meetings were small enough to be held in one or two 
rooms, often at the Hadden’s apartment or one occupied by 
a group of the students. When the membership, however, 
reached two hundred or more a spacious 
year-round center was opened where some- 
times in a single day hundreds of students 
came seeking information, advice and help. 

Flourishing from 1924 until 1939, when 
war broke out in Europe, the Students’ In- 
ternational Union sought refuge at Salisbury, 
Conn., where Mrs. Hadden has maintained a 
summer home for many years. As The In- 
stitute of World Affairs, it affords a six- 
weeks summer session where students of all 
nations may gather for an exchange of ideas 
conducive to international living and deeper 
understanding of the cultures and creeds of 
different nations. 

The decision to hold the Institute of World 
Affairs at Salisbury when the S.I.U. could no 
longer continue in Europe, came after a care- 
ful survey revealed that there was nothing 
like it in the United States. Here students 
of many countries, chosen by their colleges, 
continue to discuss with experts, political 
economic and educational problems. They 
seek to discover the causes of world conflict 
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and why we could not have seen earlier what we came to see 
late—that the United States and all other countries must 
share in a world organization. 

The late Mrs. Andrew Carnegie of New York City 
served for many years as honorary president of the Stud- 
ents International Union, just as Mrs. Edward T. Stotes- 
bury served the Round Table. In the passing of both these 
great American women philanthropists in 1946, the Palm 
Beach Round Table, and the Institute of World Affairs lost 
two of their most important and loyal friends. 

It was in 1932 on one of their visits to Palm Beach that 
friends of Mr. and Mrs. Hadden, residents of the Palm Beach 
cottage colony concluded that a similar movement in the 
resort would be greatly advantageous and an important ad- 
dition to the cultural program of the resort. 

At first it was a small group that met at the Breakers 
Hotel and in private homes generously thrown open by mem- 
bers interested in the progress and cultivation of all for 
which the Round Table stood. Growing in leaps and bounds 
as more and more residents became cognizant of the organi- 
zation’s splendid goal it was finally necessary to find larger 
quarters to accommodate the interested membership. The 
beautiful Orange Gardens at the Everglades Club eventually 
became the meeting place of the Palm Beach Round Table 
and there for a number of years the seasonal sessions have 
taken place. 

Bringing to Palm Beach the most eminent speakers and 
those best informed on international affairs, the Palm Beach 
Round Table has enjoyed fifteen years as an outstanding 
organization in the civic and educational program of Palm 
Beach. Ever striving to build a stronger defense for the 
future, based on a deeper understanding and of true brother- 
hood, many of the speakers appearing in lecture here are also 
at the Institute of World Affairs during the six-weeks sum- 
mer session. 

The choice of speakers for the Round Table includes 
such outstanding personalities as: General Jonathan Wain- 
wright hero of Bataan and Corregidor who opened last year’s 
series with a strong plea for ‘‘National Preparedness” ; Gene- 
ral William J. Donovan, director of the office of strategic 
services; Harold E. Stassen who discussed ‘Our Responsi- 
bilities to Victory,” and this season thus far those who have 
brought timely and thought-provoking messages to the Round 
Table membership included: Walter Duranty, distinguished 
author, commentator and correspondent who believes that 
England will not suffer from a change to a socialistic form 
of government at this time; that it is a natural swinging of 
the pendulum and that “Britain’s Future Under Labor Lead- 
ership” may see a settlement reached with India that may 
well be followed by greater independence to Malaya, Burma 
and other British possessions in Asia and the Pacific. 

Equally well known, Erika Mann, daughter of the re- 
nowned writer, Thomas Mann who fled Germany when Hit- 
ler came to power talked on January 13, her subject being 
“Occupied Europe”. 

Author, foreign correspondent, radio analyst, play- 
wright and actress, with her delightful personality, versatil- 
ity and excellent command of the English language, she 
captivated her listeners with her enlightening and informa- 
tive address. 

Urging greater concerted effort on the part of the allies 
toward unification, Miss Mann pointed out that Germany 
need not cause even so much as one single uneasy thought 
in any one’s mind if “Russia and the United States really 
manage to get along’. Having just returned from a year 
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spent in the former Reich where she worked in close coopera- 
tion with the Military Government Miss Mann rendered in- 
valuable service to the prosecution at the Nuernberg trials. 

Presenting for the lecturer, the most comforting spec- 
tacle of the entire post-war German situation, Miss Mann 
said it was not because of the fate of the Nazi leaders in- 
volved but rather because the trials proved conclusively that 
the “Four Powers” could work together. 

Dr. William Y. Elliott, another of the Round Table’s 
outstanding speakers this season is also a member of the 
World Institute. With a hard punching approach to world 
problems, he advocates a plan for an American foreign policy 
that would deal practically with the “Iron Curtain” behavior 
of the Soviet Union. As a member of the Colmer Commit- 
tee, Dr. Elliott: traveled through Europe, Russia and the Mid- 
dle East, and his membership on the Tydings Committee to 
the Philippines and the Pacific Islands also furthered his 
realistic approach to world problems. During the greater 
part of the war, he served as vice-chairman in the office of 
the War Production Board. 

Professor of Government at Harvard University, Dr. 
Elliott spends time each summer at the Institute of World 
Affairs. Starting from the ethical premise that individual 
freedom is of the highest value, he stresses that at present 
two worlds exist—the totalitarian world whose center is the 
Soviet Union and the democratic world led by the United 
States. Assuming that Russia plans to expand and that 
there is no greater evil than “unchecked power”, Dr. Elliott 
maintains that preservation of peace lies in one course, that 
of a definite policy of action toward the U.S.S.R. 

The United States must demand that Russian designs 
of domination in other countries be curbed, that favors to 
Russia be reciprocated and that the “Iron Curtain” be lifted. 

Merrill Mueller, brilliant young correspondent and news 
analyst delivered a pungent and to-the-point address to the 
group on February 3 in which he warned against opportuni- 
ties afforded Russia to spread her communistic ideology 
while we sat back in a lethargic state, employing an outworn 
policy of appeasement in our dealings with her. Apprehens- 
ive as to the ability of the Philippines to finance and man- 
age their newly acquired freedom, Mr. Mueller in presenting 
both sides of the question, explained that the Filipinos were 
not ready for independence because they had few leaders and 
a great percentage of illiteracy, besides no money and no 
resources. Pointing out that because we were responsible 
for the building and developing of the Philippines to the 
state of modernity it has reached today, we should retain the 
right to administer government in the islands—“especially”’, 
he said, ‘“‘when during the entire process we never once made 
any effort to educate the natives.” 

In a complete review of the Far Eastern situation, Mr. 
Mueller expressed grave concern for China where he feels 
Russia is planning to lay hold in a big way and denouncing 
the tendency toward granting independence to the East In- 
dies, Malaya and Burma, he named Japan as the only well 
controlled country in the entire Far East picture. 

Mr. Mueller feels that unless the leaders of all countries 
both large and small can put aside their craving for greater 
power and personal aggrandizement and work for the good 
of their people rather than self gain and glory, we will all 
find ourselves in a sorry state of affairs. He advocated our 
employing as strong a hand with Russia as she has done in 
her dealings with us—and warned that unless we did streng- 
then our foreign policy we also with the rest of the world

HE FRONTIERS of the earth grow ever smaller as the air- 

minded world forges ever ahead, playing as much a part 

in establishing routes of convenience to comparatively nearby 

spots as in simplifying and minimizing travel time to far-off 
ports. 

Soaring away from Lantana airfield in an aerial repro- 
duction of a luxurious Pullman car on Sunday, February 2, 
twenty-six passengers making the initial flight of a newly 
established air route direct from Palm Beach to Nassau, felt 
themselves aerial pioneers in a certain sense, and found too 
that they had purchased an Open Sesame to a journey of 
startling beauty and charm. 

Circling over the Palm Beaches like a great bird getting 
its bearings, the huge American Air Import and Export 
Company’s luxury liner, climbed steadily for altitude and 
then swinging into space set off in a southeasterly direction 
as the formal gardens of Palm Beach panorama faded in the 
background. The huge ocean-front mansions becoming as 
trim little make-believe houses on a monopoly board, as the 
land gives way to the great wide wonderful Atlantic. 

A journey in Elysian fields begins, worlds of soft gray 
billowing clouds, ever moving, ever changing create an illu- 
sion of incredible beauty, as the shadow of the plane, sunlight 


and the brilliant hued water below combine to produce a 
rainbow effect of many colors and designs. 

Flying out of the clouds one sees the changing color, 
in the Gulf Stream, glimpsed at first through narrow corri- 
dors of cloud formations like a vein of mosaic, the picture 
unfolds to present an expanse of deepest blue divided by a 
river of pale green. Iridescent, changeable, exquisite, in an 
intermingling amethyst. Topaz, turquoise, and lapis, the 
thirty-mile wide current stretches forward into infinity as 
the plane gives the impression of hanging motionless in the 
sky. 

All sense of time is lost, when suddenly what appears to 
be hanging clouds becomes Andros Island, largest of the Ba- 
hama group, where a legend still persists to the effect that 
in the great hardwood forests of the interior there are de- 
scengdents of the lost Lucayans—but nobody has ever seen 
them. Flying over the island with its miles of bush and its 
forests of pines like sentinels of smoke below, one experiences 
a sense of discovery. The Spanish discoverers of the new 
world, which they believed to be old in wealth and history 
called Andros, “the isle of the holy spirit.” 

The journey over the new air route is rapidly reaching 
completion and the plane glides to rest in the land of flow- 
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ers—Nassau, capital of the Bahamas, a delightful village 
and as such unique with its patchwork of lanes, its delicately 
colored walls and hoary giants of trees.. Quaint streets, pic- 
turesque homes and lovely gardens make the island a sight- 
seers paradise. 


Entertained at the delightful British Colonial hotel the 
Palm Beach to Nassau air pioneers had luncheon as the 
guests of Kenneth Arnold, to most of the group an old-friend 
—and to all, known as the former manager of the Hotel 
Pennsylvania in West Palm Beach. Closed during the war 
the beautiful hotel is again the holiday rendezvous of the in- 
ternational set and according to Mr. Arnold enjoying one of 
the gayest and busiest seasons in its history. 


Heaped negligently on the seats of fringe-topped surreys 
are dusky drivers who awaken at the sight of a tourist bent 
on learning about the magical little island, and their store of 
knowledge is quite as rewarding as the trip along Bay Street. 


Bay Street, leading to points of greatest interest—Fort 
Montagu, the Governor’s palace, the Queen’s staircase, atop 
which one may view the entire loveliness of the island sur- 
rounded by turquoise surf, is composed of delightfully diverse 
elements. 


Pale pink, delph blue and pistachio-hued homes with 
over-hanging balconies suggest the Spanish in architecture, 
while charmingly arched and pillared porches remind one of 
mid-Victorian England and America. Otherwise Nassau, bril- 
liantly white and rose and yellow, or delicately green, is Nor- 
dic in the simplicity of its architecture. 


The shops of Bay Street are built of pleasantly colored 
stone with small windows, easily barred or shuttered. With 
the harbor pressing close on one side the main street winds 
in irregular natural landscape. Flaming poinsettias, bril- 
liantly hued and out-sized bougainvillaea vines trail the gar- 
den walls, and wine red, white, yellow and pink pastel hibis- 
cus grow in profusion on either side of the road. The houses 
rise from riotous gardens and the little shacks of the natives 
with their bright red and multi-colored chintz window hang- 
ings, and flower covered door-ways remind one of the folk 
songs of the old south. 


Quaint market places where (except Sunday) you can 
buy, according to signs, as in Chinatown, fish, sponges, shells, 
etc., and the blue-green quay, its fishing and sail boats rock- 
ing at anchor or skimming over the water out to sea, embel- 
lish the tropical setting of the lovely island, sharpening the 
imagination of the tourist to an era of privateers, silks, gold 
and the richest bounty of far-flung ports. 

Just seventy-five minutes from Palm Beach, Nassau of- 
fers every facility for the comfort and convenience of its 
visitors. Ships from England are again bringing British tex- 
tiles, woolens, tweeds, china, perfume and gloves fo the island, 
the great hotels are again open—and whether for an extended 
holiday or a Sunday excursion, the capital island of the Baha- 


mas is a tropical wonderland that no visitor to the southland 
should miss. 


Through charter negotiations between Nation’s Travel 
Service and the American Air Import and Export Company, 
planes leave each morning from Palm Beach (Lantana air- 
port) for Nassau, returning the same day. 

Situated on Providence Island, Nassau is the cosmopol- 
itan center of this vast playland, the Bahamas. A delightful 
climate, excellent accommodations and a world of vacation

OBE SOUND has the dignity and deep roots of the down 
Al east blended with the gracious gaiety of down south. 
Both seek the sea as naturally as the tern and sanderling . . . 
‘it seems as though.” 

The place itself has been of map interest since 1699, 
though called Hoe Sound by its earlier owners, the Indians. 

Hobe Sound, the locality, rates as a natural, whether 
for bow and arrow times or for quick responding reel. Its 
nearness to Jupiter Inlet and Indian River... waters calm 
and fresh or turbulent and salt, influenced its early choice 
and the more recent selection, as a supreme area for living. 

Jupiter Island, attached to the mainland by brief bridges, 
and to Palm Beach (twenty miles south) by extensive social 
interests, is a perfect section of the east coast, for handsome 
and exclusive homes. It is free from city pace and people, 
yet possesses all the delights of gracious, present day living. 

Its chief glory is undoubtedly the ocean, reflected in 
many of the estate names. ‘High Tide” and “Turn of the 
Tide” and “South Moon Under.” It has “Whitesands” and 
a “‘Beachcomber”, with the happy thought that always ac- 
companies the sight of a “Sanderling.”’ 

It is all in the tropic of “Capricorn” with an “Anchor- 
age’ not far from “Coral Crest.” Many an estate ‘Faces 
East”? whether “Isle Ridge” or ‘‘Beautiful Shore’ (Beau 
Rivage). Not far from startling “Pirates’ Pass” may be 
found the calmer delight of the “Tackle Box.” 

If you follow “Avenida” to “Sunset Ridge” there is sure 
to be an “Afterglow” and also ‘Moon and Sixpence.”’ While 


here and there, are the charms of ‘‘Oleander’’, “Lantana” and 
“Hibiscus.” 

There is a pleasant New England atmosphere about the 
long, village green that centers the island. But this green 
has no town hall, no church spire, no shops. It does have 
the exceptional green that is found on perfectly kept golf 
links. For this village-verdure is a part of beautiful Jupiter 
Island Club links that extends past attractive residences and 
estates to the club house at the foot of the long slope, beside 
Indian River. 

Tangerine Theatre, near the river too, is of focul inter- 
est. Close beside it are green, concrete tennis courts, shield- 
ed by tall backstops of Australian pine. 

The little Episcopal chapel, just off the green, is more 
like an early Spanish mission than a New England village 
church. Its buff, stucco walls, its bright poinsettias, and 
pink begonias insist that it is just right as it is and where 
it is... Florida in winter. 

On the main avenue (which really is beloved old Route 
140) and all the parallel and cross ways, the tang of the 
northeast is definitely present. 

Tall, long limber trees interlace their fingers high over- 
head, forming the green tunnels of shade so characteristic 
of New England’s thoroughfares. These are not elms how- 
ever, but furry, Australian pines, never more elegant and 
effective than when encouraged to grow their tallest, un- 
trimmed of limb or branch. Some of these oldtimers have 
a girth of two feet or more. 


Close beside Hobe Sound a scene at eventide as the late afternoon sun and long somber shadows play soft lights upon Florida live oak trees and languid palms, 
richly hung with platinum moss as characteristic to the southland, as is the dandelion to the north. 
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At one section of the road that swerves about ‘Pirates’ 
Pass” (E. E. Sheridan) there is a corollary to that rule of 
untrimmed beauty. Here the pines have been shorn of their 
limbs for fully fifty feet up from the ground, permitting the 
sturdy, irregular trunks to show their handsome lines and 
color. The effect is a little like famed ‘‘Middleharness Ave- 
nue” of France. 

Near these trimmed trees is a long row of pines, each 
side of the road, clipped into tall, pyramidal shape. This too, 
is a fine, formal treatment that adds almost Gothic lines to 
the roadway. 


Part of the burms are in grass with interesting combina- 
tions of two or more contrasting, tropical plants. Monkey 
Bush and Hibiscus... Seagrape, Spanish Bayonet and Hibis- 
cus... just like an interesting conversation between friends, 
flecked with color and contrast of individual treatment yet 
retaining a necessary, personal rhythm. 


The most emphatic New England touch is given by the 
stately but unostentatious entrances to the estates. Low 
name plates are near the gateways. They bear names as 
substantial and traditional as our nation’s foremost influen- 
tial interests in the professions and _ businesses that have 
helped to make our land what it is today. 

There are almost no representatives of the Private or 
No-Trespassing families, you just don’t see their names at 
the gateways (not gates) along the ways of Jupiter Island. 
Of course, the island is remote from the passing public but, 
“it seems as though’’, the owners of these estates, being per- 
sons of distinction themselves, suppose that those who pass 
by will not violate the privilege of enjoying some of the ex- 
terior beauty of their handsome homes. 

Many of the entrances on the west side of the road, have 
long, straight driveways, like great halls that lead to the 
domiciles far back among the trees. 

An occasional sign suggests, “watch out for hidden 
driveways”. That’s a kindly warning, for there is little space 
between the east side of the road and the sea and the drives 
make short turns to insure privacy for the houses and pro- 
vide safety for moving cars. 

The straight driveway of B. G. Dawes is planted with 
young cocoanut trees, ending near the residence with two 
Royal palms. Hibiscus, Century plants and Spanish Bayonet 
in formal arrangement, add color and contrast. 

At the J. Burton Ayers estate, the straight gravel lane 
is lined with cocoanut palms with saw grass borders. The 
drive undulates, giving a striking effect in a locality where 
a hill is news. 

At the 8S. F. Pryor home, untrimmed, tall Australian 
pines add soft lines to the straight lane that begins at the 
Keystone posts. These are topped with urns, their bases ac-

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cented by bluish Century plants. The gray clapboard resi- 
dence shows several broad, green steps overhung by a green 
baleony. Across the road the broad, open space to the sea

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Sentinels of grandeur, their unmatched stateliness create here an arch Cathedral 
of nature—a cloister. Florida’s Royal Palms are as important to the terrain of 
the great peninsula to the south as are the giant redwoods of California. 


is of soft green turf, like a great stage leading to the water. 

On the east side of the road, the entrance leading to 
“Beachcomber” (Ward A. Wickwire) is indicated by a short, 
low wall accented with green oil jars. The opening is very 
wide, the grass as green as the sea is blue. At its edge isa 
low curb to retain the contour of the lawn that slopes toward 
the gray house, sheltered by seagrapes. 

‘Avenida’, the Fred H. Gordon home, is indeed worthy 
of its lovely Spanish name. Keystone posts complete the low, 
stone balustrade. Century plant adds its pointed, erect leaves 
and a wide green stripe of grass follows the straight road 
until it suddenly turns just before it meets the front lawn. 

“Beau Rivage’, the Arthur S. Wright home, is indeed 
the beautiful shore its name suggests. 

The J. Howard Holmes estate, “Brookholm’’, has a wide, 
trim driveway of ochre crushed stone which intensifies the 
green of the thick grass and young cocoanut palms. 

Each gate wall of ‘Artemis’, the Joseph V. Reed home 
is adorned with an urn and a lantern. The gray shell drive- 
way ends with Spanish Bayonet and light and dark green saw 
grass. Across the road, a board walk leads to the thatched, 
beach house. 

The B. L. Taylor roadside is bright with Hibiscus and 
thick green grass close to the gravel drive that curves away 
toward the sea. 
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The hillside of the Carll Turner home is trimly parked 
beneath the deep, spreading foliage of many beautiful trees. 

“Capricorn”, the estate of Paul Mellon, possesses a long, 
gravel drive-vista, from the incurved stone gateway to the 
white steps leading to the entrance of the residence. At the 
base of each roadside Australian pine, young shoots form a 
furry foot like that of a properly clipped, pedigreed poodle. 

“High Tide’, (W. S. Barstow) driveway is of brown 
pine needles outlined with pyramidal clipped pines. 

“Coral Crest” features crotons and Lagusta. 

The name plates of ‘Sunset Ridge” are sharp-gabled, 
shingle hoods standing at the ends of smart clipped hedges 
that border the angled, double entrance. 

A rubber tree and sago palms add interest at the Neil 
Cowhan home, ‘‘Sanderling.” 

The Ernest T. Weir entrance is’ especially attractive 
with its wide grass-facing.along the road, its ochre stone 
driveway and nodding cocoanut palms. 


Sometimes the hidden driveways show a name plate of 
owner and estate name, sometimes just one is evident. But 
all have effective, tropical planting that express special indi- 
vidual treatment: Yerkes, Seaglum. B. Pullman, B. B. Wood, 
R. A. Lovett, Mrs. Wing, P. E. Wood, Anthony Wilson, 
Arthur H. Shaw, F. W. Hilderbrand, H. T. Dyett, F. F. 
Adams, Wm. Sheerley, Owen Moon, J. R. Mitchell, Roland 
Seribbons. 

“Folie du Bois” (Henry Du Bois), ‘‘WhiteSands’’ 
(George White), “Moon and Sixpence” (W. Scott Blanch- 
ard), “Faces East’ (Robert P. Noble), “The Tackle Box” 
(Sherbourn Prescott), “South Moon Under” (Philip C. Bar- 
ney). 

The broad sunken garden of Mrs. R. E. Belknap, outlined. 
with a white balustrade at the terrace, features beautiful 
turf and clumps of bamboo. 


At “La Casita” (W. S. Carpenter, Jr.) the pine needle 
drive has an interesting contrast of very young and very tall 
cocoanut palms... those obliging trees that radiate beauty 
at any size. 


The Warner C. Baird cream stucco and tiled roof resi- 
dence sits near the sea, its Majorcan chimney peeking above 
the seagrape’s great leaves. 


A galaxy of palms and an expanse of well-kept lawn creates a vista of sheer 
beauty and a composition of peace and tranquillity. 
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Tranquil and lovely this idyllic scene presents all the grace and charm of nature in the sub-tropics. The delightful sweeping drive lined to right and left with 
feathery Australian pines, soft blue sky above and intricate pattern of sunlight and shadows below is a poet’s dream come true. 


Gomez Road parallel to “140”, and a number of the cross 
ways have many exceptionally handsome residences. Several 
of the estates extend their gardened acres from river to sea. 

At “Afterglow” (F. J. Haggerson) the white stucco wall 
is especially effective with alternate planting of Monkey 
Bush and sturdy, lacey brakes. 

At the V. C. Bartlett estate, the ochre crushed rock cir- 
cular, driveway is gorgeous with double red poinsettias. The 
broad green burm is as neat as a map with tall cocoanut trees,

shorter sago palms and a border of spreading artillery plant. 

Gray-shingled and blue awninged, the Beach Club sits 
close to the sea.

N EXHIBITION of paintings comprising works of five fam- 

ous French artists from the Gallery of Carrol Carstairs, 

New York City, is currently being shown at the Worth Ave- 

nue Gallery. Embracing pieces done by Henri Matisse, Raoul 

Dufy, Pierre Bonnard, Odilon Redon and Maurice Utrillo. 

It is a colorful and gay exhibition and one of the most delight- 
ful held thus far at the Worth Gallery. 

Matisse who is not in sympathy with the accepted colour 
traditions of the impressionists paints with verve. Since 
1916 his work has achieved a mellow maturity, a melodious- 
ness which delights the eye rather than torments the spirit, 
the most representative in the current show being a painting 
of a lady in pink negligee, leaning on a table covered with 
a yellow cloth with lavender design. A vase of multi-colored 
poppies to one side, show against a background of almost 
brick red, and a patch of deep blue sky shines above the com- 
mode in the background where rests a_ bowl of goldfish. 
Probably finished in Nice in 1920, the canvas gives a feeling 
of serenity, so quiet and tranquil, that the only note of actual 
movement seems to emanate from the goldfish. 

Painted shortly after Matisse definitely established him- 
self in 1917 in the ancient quarter of Nice, it was there and 
during this epoch that the artist really came into his own, 
and where he developed to a finish his supreme natural gift 
for color. Exquisite blues, acid greens, astonishing pinks 
are the colors that any painter may take out of tubes but in 
the work of Matisse, his gift of setting them together brings 
from each, new and vivid qualities hitherto lain dormant 
waiting for the magic prince to awaken them. 

Born at Chateau-Cambresis (Nord) in 1869, Matisse 
began his art studies at the Beaux-Arts in 1893 in the studio 
of Bougureau (of all people). He trained himself at the 
Louvre and was an associate member of the Salon in 1898 
though he broke with the academic art the following year. 
However his complete rebellion against tradition did not 
reach full force until 1905 when, with Braque, Van Dougen, 
Ravel, Dufy and others he started the not-too-long-lived but 
very salutary purge called “Fauvism”. With the others his 
pictures aroused wild orgies of reprobation and he was accus- 
ed of throwing painting into chaos and disorder. Matisse 
in reality shocked his audience during this period, not be- 
cause he knew too little, but because he knew too much. 

Once accused of painting like a five-year old child, Ma- 
tisse replied “That is what I am trying to do, I should like 
to recapture the freshness of vision which is characteristic 
of extreme youth when all the world is new in it.” During 
this period of experimenting, Matisse was struggling to find 
a way out of the worn-out phrasing of art. The threadbare 
conventions of the journalist, the locution that merely serves 
to save the writer from having to construct his own thoughts 
into an image, has long been condemned in literature. Ma- 
tisse felt a similar purge was needed in art and his early 
work gives the example of a man who becomes aware that 
much of his vocabulary is journalism, and so to cure himself

he goes back to the language of early childhood. 

Matisse was the leader of a school which distrusted its 
own ability. It realized how extreme brilliance too often is 
but reflected light, as in a diamond, not an evidence of real 
internal fire. The more persistent of the experimentalists 
and the one who in derision invented the word Cubism, ~ 
Matisse, in his first tentative experiments away from the 
Artistes Francais arrived at a sort of rigid compromise be- 
tween academism and Bonnardism. But once he became 
fully aware of the real object of his search he went rapidly 
forward, with but a short digression into pointalism, and it 
remained however for him to carry the use of pure color to 
pitch which has hitherto had few rivals. He has used color 
as a musical composer uses chords, as deliberately chosen 
and definite harmonic progressions. 

A beautiful canvas of Dufy’s hanging in the Worth Gal- 
lery show, portrays a magnificent reception taking place in 
a fine 18th century home. Apparently in honor of a group 
of young British officers. Rich and warm in tonality, pre- 
dominating colors are indigo blue and magenta, with notes 
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of gray, pink and pale green. A pleasant feeling of action 
in the figures, a sense of stateliness, and elegance, together 
with a delightful undercurrent of humor pervades the pic- 
ture. Not so loosely constructed as many of Dufy’s works, 
this painting gives the impression of power, suggesting the 
volume and magnificence of organ music. It was painted 
in 1980. 

Dufy who like Matisse was a member of the late post- 
impressionists termed ‘‘Fauves” or ‘Wild Beasts”, was born 
a few years later than Matisse. He studied at both the Beaux 
Arts in Paris and the lesser one at Le Havre. Traversing a 
colorful career in which he did everything from magazine 
illustrations, tapestry and textile designing to painting im- 
portant pieces that hang in the leading galleries both here 
and abroad. Dufy presents, perhaps, one of the most forci- 
ble illustrations of the restlessness which modern develop- 
ments have placed upon the intellectual artist. 

Pierre Bonnard, who died last month, was born in 
France in 1867. He became known as an “Intimist’’ because 
of his preference for painting intimate domestic subjects, 
and like Vuillard, his general technique was derived from 
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the Impressionists. His color however is personal and deli- 
cate and combines the flow of Renoir with the unexpected- 
ness of Degas. 

Odilon Redon whose death occurred in 1916 was also a 
contemporary of Matisse, Dufy and the others. His fame 
lies in the delicacy of his work as seen in his romantic flower 
paintings in oil and pastel. His great friendship with the 
celebrated botanist Armand Clavand was undoubtedly the in- 
spiration for his passionate devotion to flower subjects. Also 
Redon is well known as an engraver and illustrator of books 
by Poe. 

Maurice Utrillo who began painting in 1903 when he 
was 20 years of age presents a subdued richness and simplic- 
ity in his paintings that is a never ending source of delight. 
His mother, Suzanne Valadon was a painter of considerable 
note and it has been said that both mother and son showed 
much similarity in their work. Rosamund Ernst writes of 
Utrillo: ‘‘a moment with one of his pictures and the mournful 
monotony of suburb, the acrid smell of fallen leaves, the 
damp texture of a plaster wall all become part of the spec- 
tator’s experience.”
